The United States sustained its first 


severe blow in the war on Wednesday, 
when the transpoit Tuscania, carrjmg 
American troops to Europe, was tor- 
pedoed off the north Irish coast and 
sank in two hours. At the time of 
writing the number of missing, pre- 
sumably dead, is 101. Of these 57 were 
American ofiicers and enlisted men, 
the others being members of the Brit- 
ish crew. That the losses were so 
small was due to the excellent work 
of the convoying vessels and the time 
the Tuscania remained afloat. 


The fact that such disasters as this 


were expected in the process of trans- 
porting hundreds of thousands of men 
to Europe does not lessen the shock 
to the nation or mitigate the anguish 
of the relatives of the victims. But 
those relativ es have the great consola- 
tion of knowing that their boys met 
their fate bravely and calmly, as Amer- 
ican soldiers should, and that they gave 
their lives for their country and for 
civilization as truly as if they had died 
on the field of battle. Most of these 
troopers were but partly trained mem- 
bers of forestry and other contingents 
going over to work behind the lines, 
but when the first excitement of the 
explosion had passed these lads, like 
veteran soldiers, lined up on the deck 
and sting national nirs while they wait- 
ed their turns in lifeboats. 


The sinking of the Tuscania has 


served to weld the determination of 
the entire nation to see the war 
throuzh to a victorious finish It also 
has brought forth the information that 
the American na\v, -which so far has 
been fighting the U-boats with make- 
shift devices, is now about ready to 
put into operation new devices and 
methods that, it is confidently believed, 
will prove most effective in dealing 
with the murderous submarines. The 
mo% ement of troops to the other side 
will not be checked in the slightest by 
the loss of this one transport.

WORDS OF PRESIDENT WILSON 


Replies In His Message to Congress

Hertlmg and Count Czernin—For- 
mer Would End War Only on Ger- 
man Terms, He Says, While Austria 
Is Disposed to Be Friendly. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
12.—President 


Wilson^ in his speech to ccmgress, dis- 
rected the recent peace addresses de- 
livered by German Chancellor Veil 
Hertling and Count Czernin, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian foreign minister. 


The president reiterated that until 


the military masters of Germany are 
ready to consider peace on principles 
of justice the United States will con- 
tinue the fight it is just beginning 
for the safety of itself and mankind. 


Plainly the president -warned the 


German military autocracy that there 
was to be no pausing in the mobiliza- 
tion of America's vast military re- 
sources now steadily on their way to j * 
the battle fronts, and that if peace 
were to be discussed it would have 
to be on a basis of sincerity. Other- 
wise, the president made it 
plain 


there was to be no turning back until 
military autocracy was crushed by 
force of arms. 


Count Czernin's speech the presi- 


dent openly regarded sympathetically 
but he considered the Autrian foreign

THE LAW OF SUBSCRIPTIONS 


. K'ewspaper subscribers are prob- 
ably ignorant of the law protecting 
the publisher, and what follows will 
no doubt be news to many people 
in some respects. As will be seen by 
a careful perusal of the decision, of 
the United States Courts on this sub- 
jects, as recently 
compiled by Dr. 


Tuckerman, editor of the Workman, 
at Cleveland, much trouble may be 
avoided and money saved. Here are 
the decisions: 


1. 
If subscribers order the dis- 


continuance of their periodicals with- 
out paying all that is due, the pub- 
lisher may continue to send 
them 


until all arrearages are paid. 


2. 
If subscribers move to other 


places 
without informing the pub- 


lisher and the papers are sent to the 
former address, they are held re- 
sponsible. 


3. 
The courts have decided that 


refusing to take periodicals from the 
office, or removing and leaving them 
uncalled for is evidence of intentional 
fraud. 


4. 
It subscribers pay in advance 


they are bound to give notice at the 


I end of the time if they do not wish to 
continue taking it. 


5. The latest postal taws are such 


that newspaper publishers can ar- 
rest any one for fraud who takes a 
paper and refuse to pay for it. Under 
this law the man who allows his 
subscription to run along for any 
length of time unpaid and then or- 
ders it to be discontinued, or orders 
the postmaster to mark it "refused" 
and have a postal card sent notifying 
the publisher,leaved himself liable to 
arrest and fine, the same as for theft. 


IMPORTANT—It 
will 
be 
seen 


from this that not owing property 
does not excuse a man from the pay- 
ment of the debt that he owes a 
newspaper publisher. The man who 
refuses to pay such a debt, thinking 
to escape paying because he has no 
property that can be levied on by a 
constable, justice of 
the 
peace 
or 


sheriff, is liable to a criminal prose- 
cution on the charge of willful fraud 
and may find himself in serious 
trouble.
